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Conditions  of  Sale 


1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
maj'  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

3.  Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer  of  each 
lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so  required, 
each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for  which  sold, 
and  his  or  her  name  and  address.

5.  Delivery  of  Purchases.  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only 
upon  payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

6.  Receipted  Bills.  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  re- 
ceipted bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized  and 
honored  as  an  order  by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the 
goods  described  thereon.  If  a  receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  prop- 
erty has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should  immediately  notify  the  Association  of 
such  loss. 

7.  Storage  in  Default  of  Prompt  Payment  and  Calling  for  Goods.

and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against  the  purchaser  and 
the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will  be  upon 
the  purchaser.  (H,  In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in 
full  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association  and  the 
auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any  other  stipulation  in  these  conditions  of  sale 
notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots  included  in  the  purchase  bill,  at 
its  or  his  option,  either  to  cancel  the  sale  thereof  or  to  re-sell  the  same  at 
public  or  private  sale  without  further  notice  for  the  account  of  the  buyer 
and  to  hold  the  buyer  responsible  for  any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and 
expenses  sustained  in  so  doing.

responsibility  on  its  part  for  the  acts  and  charges  of  the  parties  engaged  for 
such  service. 

Guaranty.  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot 
correctly  and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  to 
point  out  any  error,  defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either 
by  the  owner  or  the  Association  of  the  correctness  of  the  description,  genuine- 
ness, authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and  no  sale  will  be  set  aside  on 
account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imperfection  not  noted 
or  pointed  out.  Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse.  CI,  Every 
lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its  sale,  and  the  Associa- 
tion will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of  any  trustworthy  expert  to  the 
effect  that  any  lot  has  been  incorrectly  catalogued  and  in  its  judgment  may 
thereafter  sell  the  lot  as  catalogued  or  make  mention  of  the  opinion  of  such 
expert,  who  thereby  will  become  responsible  for  such  damage  as  might  result 
were  his  opinion  without  foundation.

FOREWORD 


THE  outstanding  achievements  of  textile  craft  in  the  fif- 
teenth and  sixteenth  centuries  are  the  magnificent  velvets 
woven  on  the  looms  of  Genoa  and  Venice,  the  skilful  and 
meticulous  ecclesiastical  embroideries  of  England,  Spain  and  Italy, 
and  the  master-tapestries  of  the  Late  Gothic  and  the  Renaissance 
periods,  which  reached  their  apex  in  the  products  of  the  Brussels 
ateliers.  This  transition  period  was  marked  everywhere  by  an 
earnest  devotion  to  detail;  not  with  the  spirit  of  a  decadence,  but 
rather  with  the  joyful  care  taken  by  the  discoverers  of  a  treasure, 
in  counting  their  guineas.  The  amazing  wealth  of  ornament  in- 
vented or  unearthed  by  the  artists  of  the  time  is  incredible  enough 
to  an  age  infertile  in  such  art-forms;  but  it  is  the  collector  him- 
self who  marvels,  more  suo,  at  the  endless  diversification  of  the 
fabrics  of  his  collections.  No  elaborate  critical  vocabulary  can 
obscure  the  essential  Tightness,  the  good  taste,  of  these  master- 
pieces of  design. 

Further,  to  such  beauty  as  that  of  the  Gothic  ferronnerie  vel  - 
vets,  age  has  added  the  quality  of  patina;  in  this  respect  the  superb 
cut  velvet  cope  [No.  328]  with  its  orphreys  of  opus  anglicanumy 
is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  vestments  outside  the  Wardrobe  of 
the  Vatican.  In  a  brief  survey  of  the  collection,  it  is  impossible  to 
do  more  than  mention  the  sumptuous  array  of  a  dozen  or  more 
embroidered  copes;  the  crimson  and  ruby  Genoese  velvets  of  the 
XVI-XVII  centuries,  of  which  Mr.  Bradley  has  assembled  some 
scores  of  varieties,  many  of  large  size;  the  Portuguese  gold-em- 
broidered velvets  from  the  great  Benguiat  collection  of  1 9 1 9 ;  the 
crimson  damasks  and  brocatelles  of  Italy  in  Baroque  compositions 
of  heroic  size;  the  brocades,  needlepainted  orphreys  and  the  con- 
siderable assortment  of  eighteenth  century  tassels,  which,  in  com- 
mon with  most  antique  -passementerie ,  are  now  virtually  unpro- 
curable. 

Two   important  tapestry   series   belonging   to   Mr.  Edson 


Bradley  will  be  on  exhibition;  the  Louis  XIV  History  of  Dido  and 
Aeneas,  and  the  three  Brussels  Renaissance  hangings  depicting  The 
Story  of  Samson,  signed  by  the  master  Jan  Raes,  who  flourished  in 
Antwerp  and  Brussels  during  the  years  1620-30. 

In  addition  to  the  fabrics  a  number  of  Chinese  mineral  carv- 
ings and  porcelains  will  be  offered.  The  former  include  a  few 
fine  jades  of  the  reign  of  Ch?ien-lung,  the  latter  a  group  of  vases 
of  the  lang  yao  family,  an  unusually  large  and  beautiful  piece  of 
steatitic  ["soft  paste"]  porcelain,  examples  of  Chun  and  Ting  ware 
and  famille  rose  types  of  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries.
